WE NEED SILOS.

The growth of the development of
the ello as o means of building up
duirying and fat stock induetries has
been one of the phenomena of the
past five years; so much so that every
fut stock and dairyving section of Im-
portance in the Uniled Siaies  has
found it necezsary tlo construct
thousands of silos.

This development has been greatest
in the middle and southwestern slates
where It har bullt up and is building
up the fat stock industry to grem
proportions, and yet witha] the de-
mand for meats and dalry products in
the United States is 8o great that the
supply Is fairly below the demand,
hence the determination to begin a
like development in the eastern and
southern states.

The agricultural department of the
local chamber of commerce, which is
ulwaye allve to the future importance
of such agricultural and semi-indus-

‘triul development In Anderson county,

some time ago, placed the matter of
bullding a silo factory in this city
hefore u well known Des  Moines
manufacturer, and has recelved a re-
ply In which the manufucturer stated
that they will investigate conditions
in this county but at present “The silo
bhueiness {8 80 great in the middle
west that we have not completely lo-
cated all plants that we are prepared
to handle at this time in that section.”

The Incrensed acreage in corn and
amall grain should mean more silos.
The product could be cut before ma-
turing, packed and salted down in
cllos and make the best kind of stock
feed, green throughout the year,

More sllos, more small grain sod
corn; more grain, more cattle; more
cattle, more wealth; more wealth,
less poverty; less poverly, more hap-
piness.

The thought of bullding a silo has
stuggered the average farmer, for he
thinks of a silo as something big and
oxpensive, such as are uscd at Clem-
*on and gn some of the big farms of
Lthe country. A8 & matter of fact
The Dafly Iutelligencer some months
igo printed a plan for bullding a silo
which weald save the green feed per-
fectly and could be put up for use on
a small farm at a cost of but a few
dollurs,
